What Senator Taft gave the Administra- 


tion was a leadership that for various rea- 
sons, one. undoubtedly being 
inexperience.

been able to provide so far. 


He threw himself wholeheartedly into the 


task of trying to make this Administration a 
success, and in the process he often subju- 
gated his.own ideas. 


Without his work, the Eisenhow er legisla-
